Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

1 . Applicant states that the prior art of Tsukai teaches away from the use of uniaxial crystal (page 14 of the Remarks, lines 21-26). 
Accordingly, Tsukai teaches a Wollaston prism 16 in Fig. 2 as a means for separating a reflected light beam. Tsukai also discloses that 
his grating means 28 in Fig. 3 can be an alternative substitution of the expansive and large size Wollaston prism 16; 

2. in other words, a typical means to separate a polarized light beam is to use a flux separating element (Wollaston prisim) as claimed in 
Applicant's claim 29; and 

3. the prior art of Tsukai does not teach away from the use of a uniaxial crystal because a Wollaston prism is a birefringent polarizer 
made of a uniaxial crystal (two indices of refraction) such as quartz or calcite. 
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
